3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a broad-band polarizer comprising a film of cholesteric order of only one liquid 
crystal material and sites of non-linearly varying pitch across the thickness of the film 
and at least one chiral material. 

4. Applicant filed a terminal disclaimer on 09/18/03 and a terminal disclaimer on 
01/28/04 to obviate the double patenting rejections of the claims based on USPAT
